PUSD Board Presents 
New Policy Proposals 


Yorba Linda Council 
Approves New Budget 


PLACENTIA — A proposal 
from the Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Education 
regarding rules and regulations, 
salaries, fringe benefits, working 
conditions and policy, has been 
presented to the Certificated 
Employes Council. 

A cover statement to the 
proposal states that the board has 
no intention of entering into any 
type of agreement or contract 
with the teachers organization and 
further has no intention of 
agreeing to any type of final and 
binding arbitration. 

The board has also proposed to 
raise fringe benefits from the 
present $212 per employe to $600 
per employe. These benefits 
include a choice of medical health 
protection, life insurance, dental 
coverage, income protection a tax 
sheltered annuity or any 
combination thereof. 

By action last week the board 


froze all salaries at their present 
level starting at a base of $7,300. 
The freeze will remain in effect 
until further information is 
available on how much money the 
district will have later this year. 

Many of the proposals sections 
are similar to those which are in 
force this year, with the 
exception, according to 
Superintendent Murrell Miller, 
those areas possibly or actually 
illegal. 

Under quality education there is 
a general statement that pupil- 
teacher ratios, class size and 
teacher load are recognized as 
prime factors. It is proposed that 
the CEC and the board 
representative meet to study, 
analyze and recommend ways to 
adjust class size. 

The proposal contains the same 
emergency change proposal as the 
previous years policy statement. 


PUSD Board 
Will Meet 
On Saturday 

PLACENTIA — Members of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
Board adjourned at midnight 
Monday until Saturday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. They will meet in 
special session to continue work 
on a tentative budget to be 
presented at the regular Monday 
night meeting. The principal item 
on Monday night’s agenda was the 
purchasing of another school site 
for the congested north-west 
section of the city. The plan was 
approved with a two to one vote 
but which cannot be considered 
final because the vote of only two 
members may be insufficient to 
pass the measure. Whether the 
measure passed or not will be 
decided at Saturday’s meeting. 

Howard Herbert and F.Robert 
Harkness voted in favor of the site 
acquisition with Dr. Ralph P. 
Ruth, clerk, voting no. Dr. Ruth 
felt that the Topaz site should be 
utilized and that additional 
classrooms be built onto the 
existing schools in the north-west 
to accommodate the 500 plus 
students anticipated for that area. 

It was agreed by all board 
members that the Topaz site be 
retained for school construction in 
the future. 

In other action the board 
authorized entering a Joint 
Powers Agreement for the 
formation of a Regional 
Occupation Program. 

Participating school districts will 
be Placentia Unified, Anaheim 
Union High School, Fullerton 
Union High School and Brea- 
Olinda Unified School. 

Deferred was the acceptance of 
a board policy statement 
regarding racial imbalance on the 
equality of educational 

opportunity. It was suggested that 
the one-page statement be broken 
into four more readable segments 
and presented at the regular 
meeting. 

Darrell Dalton 
Resigns As 
Administrator 

YORBA LINDA — City 
Administrator Darrell Dalton 
submitted his resignation to the 
City Council last Tuesday evening 
effective July 9. 

Dalton, the only administrator 
Yorba Linda has had, will return 
to his old post of Assistant City 
Administrator in the City of 
Cypress at a salary of $23,000 per 
year, a slight raise over his 
present salary. 

In a letter to the council, Dalton 
said he was leaving because of 
“limited potential for professional 
advancement.” 

Councilmen met Saturday to 
discuss methods of choosing his 
successor. 


YORBA LINDA - A budget 
totalling $732,250 was approved by 
the City Council at its regular 
meeting Monday evening. The 
budget projects a reserve fund in 
June 1972 at $180,737. 

Among changes in service level 
will be a cutback in street 
sweeping to every four weeks. 
New funds have been 
appropriated for street striping, 
park and parkway maintenance, 
and road maintenance. 

The recreation program will be 
expanded to include three schools 
and a continuous winter program.

Councilmen Rudy Castro, and 
George Machado and Planning 
Director Brian Hawley were 
appointed to the council 
committee. 

Councilmen also agreed to ask

So enthusiastic is Dr. 
Brinkley about the col¬ 
umn that he has chosen 
to repeat as much of it 
as space will permit here: 

“Whiplash! It deserves 
an exclamation point. Of 
all injuries, it is near the 
head of the list in its light¬ 
ning-like strike at the in¬ 
nocent. 

“When you are driving 
your car you are at least 
semi-tense and mentally 
alert. But when you sit 
quietly waiting for a light 
to change, completely re¬ 
laxed physically and men¬ 
tally, you are at the mercy 
of the sudden, sickening 
jolt from behind which 
lashes your head back¬ 
ward (or backward and 
forward) on the top of 
your spine.’’ 

“The result is an ac¬ 
celeration injury. Although 
it is true that some compli¬ 
cations are a convenient 
and imaginary damage 
which serves as a basis 
for litigation, you can 
be sure that in most in¬ 
stances the innocent suf¬ 
ferer has sustained pain¬ 
ful after effects which 
may last for months or 
years. (Even though li¬ 
tigation is over and X- 
rays and other examina¬ 
tions may not uncover 


evidence of damage). 

“Injury may be caused 
even in low velocity ac¬ 
cidents because the head 
and neck accelerate with 
much greater speed and 
force than the car itself. 
Studies continue to be 
made on the causes and 
management of whiplash 
(extension - flexion injury 
to the neck). Even rab¬ 
bits and monkeys are being 
used in experiments. These 
already indicate that 
microscopic evidence of 
nervous system hemor¬ 
rhage in the cervical 
(neck) spine may occur 
even when X-rays fail 
to disclose any major 
,injury.” 

“In rabbits, investi¬ 
gators found that there 
was also damage to the 
middle ear — which may 
be one reason why, in hu¬ 
mans, there are com¬ 
plaints of .dizziness, head¬ 
aches and loss of equili¬ 
brium. Other symptoms 
are blurring of vision, 
nausea, and of course 
neck pain, muscular spasm 
and limitation of neck 
motion... 

“One way to prevent 
severe injuries is to have 
specially built carseat 
extensions to lessen sudden 
extension - flexion of the 
neck. But until we do we 
can only hope and pray 
that some careless driver 
doesn’t give us a sudden 
shove from behind and the 
consequent “pain in the 
neck.”

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 

REGARDING CHANGES IN 

Fictitious Firm Name Law 


Question: What is a Fictitious Name? 

Answer: A Fictitious Name is one that does not include the surname of the operator or one 
that implies the existence of other owners; (such words as “Company,” “& Company,” 
“& Sons,” “Associates,” “Brothers,” but not words that merely describe the business 
being conducted. Or, a Corporation, if it includes a name other than the name given in 
the articles of incorporation. 

Question: Who needs to file a fictitious firm name? 

Answer: I All firms operating under a fictitious name for profit and it must be done under the 

(new law by July 1,1971. 

Question: Does this include business established for many years? 

Answer: Yes, although the new law does not become effective until July 1, 1971, businesses 
may re-file from now until June 30, 1971, preferably the sooner the better to avoid an anti¬ 
cipated rush as the due date draws near. 

Question: Do all firms have to re-publish their statement? 

Answer: The statement must be published if there has been any change in the information 
contained in the original statement, but need not be published if there has been no change 
in the information shown on the statement. File a new statement on or before December 31 
of the fifth year after the year in which the original statement was filed. 

Question: Where do fictitious names have to be published? 

Answer: Publication of the statement must be made once a week for four weeks and begun 
within 30 days of filing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the county which cir¬ 
culates in the area in which the business is to be conducted. 

Question: What is the purpose of the fictitious name procedure? 

Answer: On July 1, 1971, the present code sections setting up the Fictitious Firm Name pro¬ 
cedure (Section 2466, et seq. Civil Code) are revoked and new code sections (Sections 17900 
to 17930 Business and Professions Code) replace them. The law was enacted to protect 
the consumer in enabling him to find out the person or persons with whom he is really 
dealing. If a new statement is not filed no person transacting business under the ficti¬ 
tious business name may maintain any action upon or on account of any contract made, 
or transaction had, in the Fictitious Business Name in any court of this state. 

Question: What are the fees? 

Answer: The new law calls for $10.00 filing fees, plus publication costs, if necessary to be 
published. 

Question: Where can fictitious name forms be obtained? 

Answer: The Office of the County Clerk, Probate Division, Santa Ana Courthouse. Also The 
News-Times, a legally adjudicated newspaper. We will be happy to assist you in filling 
out and filing the necessary forms with the County Clerk.
